During an informal conference held on May 19, 2004, US LEC of Tennessee Inc. (“US 
LEC”) and BellSouth advised the Commission’s staff concerning ongoing negotiations to resolve 
the various disputed issues identified in US LEC’s arbitration petition. US LEC subsequently 
withdrew its request to adopt BellSouth’s agreement with Time Warner Telecom and committed 
to advise the Commission if negotiations produced an agreement. 

On June 8, 2004 BellSouth filed a copy of the renegotiated interconnection agreement. 
Accordingly, US LEC hereby withdraws its arbitration petition filed in the above referenced 
docket.
